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Town officials reflect 
on passing of former 
Supt. Joanne Benton

WILMINGTON — After 
announcing in March that 
she -had health issues that 
caused her to resign as 
interim superintendent, it 
was.announced on Thursday 
that former Superintendent 
of-Schools Joanne Benton 
had passed away. 

Benton had spent seven 
years in Wilmington as the 
superintendent (2007-2014) 
and three years as assistant 
superintendent (2004-2007); 
she also came back this past 
October as interim superin- 
tendent when the district 
was in need. 

“Joanne Benton truly cared 
about the community of 
Wilmington and worked tire- 
lessly to make sure our chil- 
dren received an excellent 
education. She will be great- 
ly missed,” said School Com- 
mittee Chair Julie Brous- 
sard. 

Benton was a part of many 
different aspects of the Wil- 
mington School System and 
affected the lives of many 


people. 

“Joanne was one of the 
finest and most passionate 
educators I've ever met. 
She was a wonderful person 
inside and out. Her contribu- 
tions to Wilmington Schools 
will be felt for generations to 
come. I feel fortunate to 
have met her and to be able 
to consider her a friend,” 
said School Committee Vice 
Chair Steve Bjork. “It is 
thanks to Joanne's efforts 
that Wilmington was able to 
institute full-day kindergar- 
ten, with no fees, before 
many of the surrounding 
communities. It was due in 
large part to her hard work 
that we were able to build a 
brand new, state-of-the-art 
high school.” 

In a statement made in the 
Town Crier regarding her 
resignation as interim su- 
perintendent at the end of 
March, Benton said, “I love 
Wilmington and I loved 
working here. Unfortunately, 
I am dealing with some 
health issues that are my 
priority right now. I want to

Incumbent Michael McCoy 
is running for re-election be- 
cause, “I love serving the town 
and I’ve been a town official 
for 30 years, 27 of which have 
been on the Board of Sel- 
ectmen. I’m a people person 
and I like helping people work 
through the maze of local gov- 
ernment. I’m available; I’ll 
meet with people or talk to 
them on the phone if they 
need to talk about an issue.” 

When asked about a recent 
accomplishment as a mem- 
ber of the board that he finds 
important, McCoy responded 
that he has brought attention 
to ‘New England Transrail 
(NET) by speaking out at the 
meeting held in Wilmington 
in October with the Surface 
Transportation board (STB). 

“I was the only member of 
the board who got up and 
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push ahead 
of Saturday’s election 


spoke. If NET were to get 
their way, 700 trucks per day 
would be coming in and out of 
Wilmington, and with the con- 
tamination from Olin we need 
less contamination, not more. 
Five of our nine drinking 
wells were shut down when 
that used to be one of our 
greatest natural resources. 
Olin is not stepping up, even 
now they’re challenging the 
EPA, we need to shut down 
that site and get environmen- 
tal justice,” he said. 

In regards to what top 
issues are affecting Wilming- 
ton, McCoy said, “We need to 
continue on the path we’re 
on with the conservative ap- 
proach. We have no bus fees, 
no sports fees, no trash fees, 
we’ve built a new high school 
and the Yentile Farm Rec- 
reational Facility. Even go- 
ing back a ways we built a 
new middle school and a pub- 
lic safety building. Wilming- 
ton is in decent shape, but we 
can’t forget people on a fixed 
income, we can’t forget the 
kids and the seniors. I’ll con- 
tinue to do good work, I’ll 
make sure we keep having no 
user fees or prop. 2 and a 
half overrides.” 

As for experience he would 
bring to the board, McCoy 
said, “I’m not afraid to stand 
alone, I'll work with anything 
as long as they have the best 
interest of the town. It’s diffi- 
cult on your own, but I’ve 
managed to be independent 
and I’ve got things done.” 

“I’m going to keep on doing 
checks and balances, I’m not 
afraid to call things out that 
are happening behind the 
scenes. I use the facts and 
put the dots in a row. I’ve 
spent 27 years helping people 
through the maze of local

Residents sternly object to proposal 
for West, Lowell Street area

WILMINGTON — Last 
Wednesday night, many res- 
idents turned out to the 
Board of Appeals meeting 
as the Global Montello 
Group, in care of Michael 
Newhouse, sought to acquire 
three special permits for 
property located on 102-104 
West St. 

The three special permits 
sought by Global are a spe- 
cial permit in accordance 
with 3.5.5 general service 
restaurant, a special permit 
in accordance with 3.5.4 
limited service restaurant, 
and a special permit in 
accordance with 3.5.14 auto 
service/car wash. 

The site, located on West 
Street, is 4.62 acres and is 
predominantly vacant; it is 
also zoned for general busi- 
ness. The site is bound on 
the east by Route 93, on the 
west by West Street, on the 
south by an unconstructed 
paper street, and on the 
north by property owned by 
the Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts and under the 
control of the Department of 
Transportation. 

The property is not locat- 
ed in the flood zone, it is not 
located in the groundwater 
protection district, there 
are no surface waters, and 
the proposed project meets 
or exceeds all of the dimen- 


sional requirements of the 
zoning bylaw and in the 
general business district. 

In terms of what is located 
near the site, Michael New- 
house said that “the proper- 
ty is located near the inter- 
section of Lowell Street and 
West Street, and just as a re- 
minder to folks, the site is 
located across Lowell Street 
from an assisted living facil- 
ity that is approximately 
7,000 square feet of living 
area.” 

He noted that it’s also lo- 
cated across Lowell Street 
from an existing retail gas 
station that has five dis- 
pensers serving up to 10 cus- 
tomers. That same building, 
which is located on .67 
acres, also houses a conven- 
ience store, a Subway fast 
food restaurant, and a Dun- 
kin’ Donuts store. 

Kitty-cornered across the 
intersection at the West 
Street and Lowell Street inter- 
section is a nursery school or 
a daycare and beside that is a 
general service restaurant, 
the Red Heat Tavern. 

The proposed plan for the 
project consists of two phas- 
es. The first phase would be 
located closer on site to West 
Street, for which two special 
permits were requested, one 
for a special permit to dis- 
pense gasoline for retail pur- 
poses (3.5.14 for auto serv- 
ice/car wash), the other for 
a limited service restaurant 
(3.5.4 for limited service 


restaurant). Those two oper- 
ations would operate out of a 
4,820 square foot conven- 
ience store with a deli style 
limited service restaurant. 
That limited service restau- 
rant may include up to 20 
indoor seats and then up to 
32 outdoor patio seats. 

“This is certainly not your 
father’s gas station. This is a 
retail center — a limited serv- 
ice restaurant — which is 
intended to have very much 
the same feel as a Panera 
Bread, although smaller, but 
that kind of an establishment, 
which also has a gas offer- 
ing,” explained Newhouse. 

The applicant does not yet 
have a firm tenant for the 
second phase, so a worst 
case scenario was provided, 
worst case meaning the 
most intensive use for the 
property contemplated. 

“That’s not to imply in any 
way, shape or form that the 
applicant is interested in 
doing anything that runs con- 
trary to what the town is 
looking to put back there,” 
said Newhouse. “To that end, 
I think it’s important to at 
least note for folks who are 
here and interested what it 
will not be. It will not be a 
fast food restaurant and it 
will not be a limited service 
restaurant with a drive- 
through.” 

Newhouse said that it’s 
conceivable that it could be 
a bank or a small pharmacy 
or some sort of healthcare 


provider. 
“In that case we would be 
looking for a _ drive- 


through,” he noted. 

The applicant is standing 
by, and is willing to stand 
by the idea of not incorpo- 
rating a fast food joint into 
this proposal and “we’re 
willing to have a condition 
in any special permit that 
would control that.” 

Alan Roscoe of Core State’s 
Group then went on to 
explain more about the pro- 
posed site. The plan includes 
circular circulation patterns 
to allow access into, around, 
and through the site. The 
primary entrance will be 
located on West Street, a 30- 
foot wide driveway which 
could accommodate any 
large 18 wheel trucks or 
refueling vehicles, as well as 
passenger cars. 

A second entry, also on 
West Street, is a standard 24- 
foot wide driveway, so it 
gives people two opportuni- 
ties to get onto and off of 
West Street. ‘ 

“We also have negotiated a 
memorandum of under: 
standing with the State De: 
partment of Transportation: 
A portion of the property 
will be leased from the 
memorandum of agreement 
to allow a right turn in as 
you are eastbound — plus 
right turn in only access 
from Lowell Street — and

pause on 


superintendent 
search

WILMINGTON — At 
the most recent School 
Committee meeting, the 
School Committee pro- 
vided an update on the 
superintendent search — 
that it was going to be 
put on pause. 

“As was previously an- 
nounced through multi- 
ple means, the School 

_ Committee unanimously 
voted to appoint Mr. Paul 
Ruggiero as our interim 
superintendent. We are 
confident in his ability to 
lead us through our lat- 
est transition, and we are 

- extremely fortunate to 
have a talented and car- 
ing team of individuals 
that will help to guide 
our district through the 
latest transition,” said 
School Committee Chair 
Julie Broussard. 

“J think it’s important 
to point out that this does 
not mean that we are 
restarting our search 
activities immediately 
for the next superintend- 
ent. The School Com- 
mittee will meet again in 
the future to discuss the 
next steps relating to the 
search. I’d also like to 
thank our School Com- 
mittee candidates for 
sharing what you would 
like to see in our next 
superintendent; even if 
you are not elected I 
expect that you will con- 
tinue to keep us informed 
of your opinions on the 
matter.” 

The committee also 
received a letter from the 
Wilmington Teachers’ 
Association (WTA), 
which was read at the 
meeting. The letter reads: 

“Dear School Commit- 
tee, 

“As you’ve stated in 
your message to the 
staff, the heart of our 
system is the relation- 
ship between the chil- 
dren and the teachers. 
The Wilmington Teach- 
ers’ Association com- 


pletely agrees and exem- 
plifies this belief with 
each decision it makes. 

“We understand that 
the Wilmington School 
Committee is tasked with 
the important job of 
selecting a new superin- 
tendent. The role of the 
superintendent is inte- 
gral to the culture of the 
school system; this cul- 
ture dictates how teach- 
ers form relationships 
with their students. 

“The WTA, like you, 
shares the common in- 
terest of moving the dis- 
trict forward and wel- 
coming a new leader. We 
feel that while the School 
Committee is entrusted 
with the decision, it 
should be made with in- 
put from the educators. 

“Like you, we will be 
working with the new 
superintendent to meet 
current goals and will be 
working to create new 
goals for the district. We 
understand that this is an 
important decision, espe- 
cially after the turbulent 
year the Wilmington 
Public Schools have had. 

“We respect that this 
decision must be made 
by the School Committee, 
but we implore that you 


consider the input of the 


people who work with the 
students of Wilmington 
to create the heart of the 
Wilmington Public 
Schools.” 

After hearing the letter, 
Broussard said the com- 
mittee is pressing pause 
on any further search 
activities so they can 
have the opportunity to 
catch their breath. She 
also noted that the tim- 
ing of the year is not the 
best match for resuming 
search activities. 

“T would just encourage 
the community to stay 
with us, have patience 
with us, and we will keep 
you updated. I appreciate 
the input that the WTA 
wishes to have and we 
certainly appreciate and 
respect what they have to 
say,” the chair remarked.

TAX RECORDS: 


WHAT 


TO KEEP 


Generally, the IRS recommends keep- 
ing copies of tax returns and supporting 
documents at least three years. Some 
documents should be kept up to seven years in case a tax- 
payer needs to file an amended return or if questions arise. 
Keep records relating to real estate up to seven years after 
disposing of the property. 

Health care information statements should be kept with 
other tax records. Taxpayers do not need to send these forms 
to IRS as proof of health coverage. The records taxpayers 
should keep include records of any employer-provided cover- 
age, premiums paid, advance payments of the premium tax 
credit received and type of coverage. Taxpayers should keep 
these—as they do other tax records—generally for three 
years after they file their tax returns. 

Whether stored on paper or kept electronically, the IRS 
urges taxpayers to keep tax records safe and secure, espe- 
cially any documents bearing Social Security numbers. The 
IRS also suggests scanning paper tax and financial records 
into a format that can be encrypted and stored securely on a 
flash drive, CD or DVD with photos or videos of valuables. 

Now is a good time to set up a system to keep tax records 
safe and easy to find when filing next year, applying for a 
home loan or financial aid. Tax records must support the in- 
come, deductions and credits claimed on returns. Taxpayers 
need to keep these records if the IRS asks questions about a 
tax return or to file an amended return.

WILMINGTON — Last 
Monday night, Selectmen 
Chair Judy O’Connell said 
goodbye to the Board of 
Selectmen.

They were to report within 30 
minutes, armed and ready to 
fight, in response to an alarm. 

They were selected as an 
elite unit from men serving 
in the provincial militia reg- 
iment.

This is not to say that the 
members of the militia would 
not be ready, only that the 
minutemen, operating as a 
separate unit, were specifi- 
cally required to report with- 
in 30 minutes.

The militia, some 81 men 
strong, also fought on Con-

Timothy Walker served the 
town in several roles, in ad- 
dition to being captain of the 
militia. He was the town 
treasurer. Wilmington’s Capt. 
Timothy Walker had a name- 
sake son, who died at age 10. 
Another of his sons, Benja- 
min, named his oldest son 
Timothy. As reported in last 


_week’s Town Crier, he headed 


west and founded a law 
school in Cincinnati. 

On July 14, 1774, he was on 
a committee chosen to draw 
up a solemn “League & Cov- 
enant for Freholders.” Oth- 
ers on this comittee were 
Cadwallader Ford, Jr., Ebe- 
nezer Jones, Joshua Hames 


and John Hathorn. 

On Sept. 26, 1774, he was 
chosen as representative to 
the General Court and dele- 
gate to the Provincial Con- 
gress in Concord. 

Walker served as a colonel 
on the Crown Point expedi- 
tion of 1777. Colonial forces 
defeated the British at Fort 
Ticonderoga, and the militia 
marched British prisoners 
to imprisonment in Cam- 
bridge. 

Walker was also a Unitar- 
ian. In 1782, he and three oth- 
ers submitted an article to 
allow Unitarian preaching in 
the church. His compatriots 
were Joshua Harnden, Ben- 
jamin Thompson and Nathan 
Pearson. Unitarianism was 
becoming popular in Massa- 
chusetts at the time. But the 
Wilmington minister, Rev.

Isaac Morrill, would have 
nothing to do with it. The 
article was defeated. 

The Walker family was 
descended from Capt. Rich- 
ard Walker, who emigrated 
from England about 1630, 
settling in Lynn. His son, 
Deacon Samuel Walker, 
moved to Woburn. The sec- 
ond Deacon Samuel Walker 
built a home on the Maple 
Meadow Plain, on the site 
now occupied by Webber 
Place in Wilmington. He 
was the great-grandfather of 
Capt. Timothy Walker. 

The Walker name can be 
found elsewhere. There was 
a Col. Timothy Walker in Re- 
hoboth, commanding a mili- 
tia regiment. There was also 
a Capt. Joshua Walker in 
David Green’s militia regi- 
ment.

Proposed gas station, 
restaurant not needed 


Dear editor, 

WOW! That's about all I 
ean think to say. After wat- 
ching the recent candidates 
night on the local access 
channel, I was curious about 
all that seems to be amok in 
the small town political 
scene. 

My opportunity to see this 
came quicker than I could 
have imagined. I attended 
the Appeals Board meeting 
Wednesday night the 12th of 
April at the Town Hall. On 
the. agenda this night was 
the requested approval of 
proposed gas station restau- 
rant to be built at the West 
St. Lowell St [129] intersec- 
tion, behind the Mr. Ticket 
building.

I was not surprised to 
see that this meeting was 
Standing room only with 
many of my former neigh- 
bors and current residents 
from all parts of town in 
attendance at this hearing as 
well as a few lawyers and 
State Rep Miceli... all op- 
posed to this “abomination” 
as Attny Peterson called it. 

Much to my surprise was 
who was in attendance and 
was hired by the company 
who is proposing this gas 
station restaurant and at- 
tempting to gain the support 
of the town and the appeals 
board. None other than a 
former selectman and the 
former town manager. These 
two former town officials 
attempted with incredibly 
weak arguments to convince 
the residents and the ap- 
peals board of the fantastic 
benefits of price competition 
with the Mobil station 
across the street, how traffic 
won't be that much more an 
issue [as the intersection is 
already graded an F by the 
state]. 

Most appalling were the 
threat by these officials for 
hire was that something 
much worse could go into 
that property... maybe even 
affordable housing or a 
parking lot, that is if the 
board did not approve of this 
particular proposal. 

A few of the neighborhood 
mothers tearfully asked 
questions in regard to safe- 
ty, the constant traffic, the 
noise, the lights, the pollu- 
tion, the crime that has been 
increasing in that area, the 
drug issues that abound 
these type of places and the 
fact that a 24 hour gas sta- 
tion restaurant will end up 
as a truck stop. 


The reply to these issues.... 
“the police won't let that hap- 
pen” and “if those problems 
exist, then the town should 
do something about it”... seri- 
ously.... you couldn't even 
look these people in the eye 
Mr. Former Town manager, 
WE ARE THE TOWN and 
you are, too, or has your con- 
sulting fee blinded you to the 
fact that this is not needed or 
wanted in this part of town. 

You are paid to sell this 
“abomination.” I wonder if 
you or the former selectman 
have ever driven a truck... 
not necessarily a tractor 
trailer, perhaps just a box 
truck on route 93 from Brain- 
tree to Methuen? Are there 
any off ramps that provide 
access to fuel, food rest- 
rooms and parking in one 
area?... Well guys not yet but 
soon enough... right...? 

How appealing it will be for 
those who venture into Wil- 
mington from the highway 
to be met with not one but 
two multi-purpose refueling 
areas.... great prices too.... 
such a benefit to the town 
and neighborhoods. On an- 
other note, “something else 
might go there instead of a 
restaurant” was mentioned 
by the the ones hired to con- 
vince everyone of the fantas- 
tic benefits of over develop- 
ment... “A bank or drug 
store, instead of a restau- 
rant”.... 

Just a thought on that: an 
easy on and off the highway 
would appeal to most people 
who would like to get away 
after robbing such an estab- 
lishment... I think a bank or 
drug store would figure that 
out... as did the bank that 
was formally across the 
street, what is your answer 
to that? Perhaps they will be 
caught up in all the traffic at 
the intersection or they will 
be so amazed at the fantas- 
tic price of gas due to the 
competition with the Mobil 
station they will pull in and 
fuel up time, enough for the 
police to respond. 

As off the cuff as some of 
those candidates seemed the 
other night and their occa- 
sional accusations that they 
have made in the past about 
things going on behind the 
scenes in this town.... I can 
almost see what they mean 
and in this example it is 
right in front of us. Clearly 
this is a bad thing for the 
town and one does not need 
an expert to tell you that, or 
a bought and paid for former 
selectman and former Town 
Manager to tell you it is. 

These two men have done 
wonderful things for this 
town in the past... but as 
hired guns for a large oil 
company they cannot put 
forth a good and trustworthy 
argument for this. There are 
just too many negative as- 
pects for this type of use in 
this area I can only hope that 
the Appeals Board and Plan- 
ning Board does the right 
thing on this matter. For the 
benefit and safety and what 
integrity is left of this town 
and its neighborhoods.

Vote yes on Article 52 at Town Meeting 


To the voters, taxpayers 
and property owners of Wil- 
mington, vote yes on Article 
52, Annual Town Meeting 
April 29, 2017. 

Here is a copy of informa- 
tion submitted to every con- 
cerned party in both the town 
and state administration. 

Every community in the 
Commonwealth who adopts 
an “Official Map” must by 
statute update and maintain 
said map on a regular basis. 
The town is responsible for 
continuous monitoring of 
road status changes, which 
entails corresponding up- 
dates to the Official Map and 
reporting the updates to the 
Registry of Deeds and the 
other overseeing state agen- 
cies, namely the Department 
of Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD) and 
the Executive Office of Trans- 
portation (KOT). 

a. A significant amount of 
effort and research are re- 
quired to develop and main- 
tain an accurate and mean- 
ingful Official Map. 

b. The map must be 
amended & updated, with 
public hearings before the 
Select Board, each time a 
new way is added, discontin- 
ued or modified (M.G.L. 
Chap. 41, Sec. 81 F). 

c. To be most effective, an 


) Official Map needs to be 
| reinforced by corollary ac- 


tions such as the discontinu- 
ance of roads and local zon- 
ing by-law updates. 

d. Provides a formal, au- 
thoritative graphic depiction 
of locally accepted ways and 
parks. 

e. Identifies ownership of 


. all road ways within a mu- 


nicipality. 

The Town of Wilmington has 
never updated said map and 
recorded it at the Middlesex 
North Registry of Deeds since 
August 20, 1973. That is 43 


years, seven months. Since 
the street index of the Annual 
Reports of 1973 and 2016, there 
are over 200 streets not shown 
on said map. 

An “Official Map” not up- 
dated for seven years has 
become abandoned by a sta- 
tute of limitations. Nowhere 
on the Town of Wilmington 
website can a property own- 
er view a copy of the “Of- 
ficial Map.” 

When first adopting the 
Official Map in 1973 it was 
Town Counsel Alan Altman’s 
belief that all of the private 
ways in all of the ancient 
subdivisions were now taken 
by eminent domain and prop- 
erty owners had no access to 
get to their properties. How- 
ever, Mr. Altman did not take 
into consideration MGL c. 
183, s. 58. Section 58. Every 
instrument passing title to 
real estate abutting a way, 
whether public or private, 
watercourse, wall, fence or 
other similar linear monu- 
ment, shall be construed to 
include any fee interest of 
the grantor in such way. 

If the Town of Wilmington 
really wants to adopt an 
“Official Map” it should look 
more like the Open Space 
and Recreation Plan ap- 
proved by the DHCD in 2015 
and not the fraudulent 
“DRAFT MAP” hanging on 
the wall in Room 5. 

Any property owner whose 
street is not shown on the 
Official Map should file for a 
property tax abatement as 
they no longer have full use 
of their properties. 

A petition is being drafted 
pursuant to MGL c. 240, s. 
14A and 231A to file in the 
Land Court and declare the 
town “OFFICIAL MAP” not 
valid, abandoned and not in 
compliance with MGL c. 41, 
s.81E. 

Official Maps determine 


road ownership as in Inter- 
state Highways, State High- 
ways, County Highways, Lim- 
ited Access Highways, Public 
Ways, Statutory Private Ways, 
Private Ways, Paper Streets 
and Proposed Streets. Also 
jurisdiction, maintenance re- 
sponsibility, liability, frontage, 
public access and land uses.

The next steps will be to go 
to the Planning Board and 
Conservation Commission, 
to review more of the techni- 
cal aspects of the engineer- 
ing of the site. 

Rebecca Brown of Green- 
man-Pedersen, Inc. then ex- 
plained about the traffic in 
the area surrounding the 
site. The Lowell Street and 
West Street intersection is 
currently operating at a D 
level of service overall, with 
some movements at the 
intersection that are operat- 
ing at an F level of service, 
including the westbound left 
turn lane from Lowell Street 
onto West Street and the 
northbound and southbound 
movements. People making 
a left turn have difficulty 
turning with opposing traffic 
going through at the same 
time. 

They are looking at retim- 
ing the signals at the inter- 
section because of other 
developments that have 
gone forward and have been 
proposed that haven’t yet 
been constructed within the 
town, as well that have been 
included in their traffic 
study. Once all of them are

events big and small. While 
her responsibilities as school 
superintendent placed great 
administrative demands on 
her time I think one of her 
greatest joys was going into 
the classrooms and visiting 
with the teachers and school 
children.

all intersection becomes a 
level of service F. 

“We'll need to retime the 
intersection to accommo- 
date those changing traffic 
patterns,” explained Brown. 

She also said they would 
- provide additional storage 
on the northbound approach 
for those headed northbound 
on West Street. Currently, 
there is a right turn lane 
there, but as it widens out 
it’s only usable for the last 75 
feet. Before that the taper 
doesn’t meet standards, as 
there’s only about a four-foot 
additional width in the road- 
way coming up and it opens 
into that right turn lane. 

To remedy that situation 
they’re looking to extend 
that back to the first drive- 
way to provide about 250 feet 
of full width storage, so that 
cars can actually get into the 
right lane and use it the way 
it was intended. 

The intersection with those 
improvements and the signal 
timing is still expected to 
operate at a level of service 
F overall, but the amount of 
delay for the intersection 
would decrease by about 50 
seconds. 

The traffic study looked at 
three different time periods: 
the weekday morning peak 
hours (the 7 - 9 a.m. com- 
muter period), the weekday 
evening (the 4 - 6 p.m. time 
period when most people are 
coming home), and then 
Saturday midday conditions 
from 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

“In the weekday morning 
and evening peak hours, the 
site generates about 112 vehi- 
cle trips. A trip is either one 
vehicle entering or one vehi- 
cle exiting the site, so the 
actual number of cars going 
in and out is half of that. It’s 
about 56 cars coming in and 
out of the site during the

peak hours, so approximate- 
ly one per minute coming in 
and out,” explained Brown 
when Board of Appeals 
Chairman Ed Loud asked 
how many trips the site was 
expected to generate. 

“Now what you’re going to 
have, if this moves forward, 
is a modern operation on 
seven times the area that is 
across the street from where 
you have four or five differ- 
ent operations: Dunkin’ Do- 
nuts, Subway, the conven- 
ience store, and the gas sta- 
tion,” said Michael Caira 
who was present as a munic- 
ipal consultant. 

“I think everyone will agree 
that that is a very intensive 
use for that site,” he added. 

Caira called the proposal an 
alternative to what already 
exists. He said it allows for 
less congestion, more room 
and plenty of parking. 

“As the traffic engineer 
said, even though it will 
remain at the same level, you 
will improve coming down 
from the Reading or Woburn 
side of West Street where you 
will be able to take that right 
nearly a minute quicker than 
you would now,” he offered. 

Many of the concerns 
brought forward by the audi- 
ence were traffic and safety 
related. 

“The intersection is consid- 
ered an F right now, and 
when all of this is done it’s 
still going to be an F,” said 
Gary Depalma, suggesting 
that the only improvement 
would from an F- to an F. 

“When is Wilmington going 
to realize that we’ve got 
enough gas stations, we’ve 
got enough Dunkin’ Donuts, 
and we’ve got enough sub 
shops,” he added. “There’s 
no consumer issue here. The 
main people who will proba- 
bly be using this station are 


people coming off of the 
highway.” 

Depalma said that if he 
wants gas he can go down to 
Main Street, because it’s the 
cheapest place around and 
there’s enough gas stations 
there to get gas. 

“Is Global going to guaran- 
tee that they’re going to be 
70 cents less for their gas, 
when they’re saying this is 
going to be consumer friend- 
ly?” he wondered. “There is 
no consumer friendly in the 
gas industry, and I think this 
is an injustice to the town, 
but most importantly it’s an 
injustice to the people who 
live there.” 

Bonnie Mounsey stated, “I 
grew up in that neighbor- 
hood, I used to walk down 
there and feed the horses 
carrots, now it has complete- 
ly changed.” 

She also noted the extra 
crime. 

“There was someone pistol- 
whipped at the end of De- 
cember, and people didn’t 
even know we existed,” she 
said, adding that it’s gotten 
out of control. 

“I bring my two children 
under two and I walk down 
to the end of the road and 
come back, do you think I’m 
going to go down there with 
a 24-hour gas station literally 
across the street from me?”

Twelve Wilmington 
residents tackle hot 
weather, 26.2 miles 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
BOSTON - Monday's 12ist 
annual Boston Marathon 
was a little different than the 
previous years. It seemed 
this year, there were a lot 
more storylines - and great 

ones, too. 

There was Marine Staff Sgt 
' Jose Sanchez carrying the 
American Flag, despite los- 
ing his leg while protecting 
the country. He carried the 
flag 26.2 miles, despite losing 
a leg! 

There were the handful of 
other members of the mili- 
tary, who ran the entire 
route in their military gear, 
including the boots. In their 
boots! 

There was Katherine 
Switzer, who was the first 
woman to compete in the 
race, only to do it again 50 
years later. Fifty years later! 

There's the story that per- 
manent memorials in honor 
of. Krystle Campbell, Lu 
Lingzi and Martin Richard - 
the: three people who lost 
their lives in the attack four 
years ago - will be placed 
near the finish line on 
Boylston Street starting next 
year — all the while the coun- 
try, the state of 
Massachusetts and of course 
the Town of Wilmington who 
honors and remembers Sean 
Collier, the fourth victim of 
the attack. 

There was the fact that 
over 40,000 runners toed the 
line and 26,411 finished. The 
soaring temperatures 
seemed to really come into 
play, as 2,300 people sought 
medical attention including 
1,416 at the finish line. It was 
reported that there were 
body temperatures which 
reached as high as 107 and 
108 degrees. 

Besides the heat, besides 
the ‘fact that the first male 
and- female finishers .were 
from Kenya again, the story- 
lines carried over here local- 
ly as 19 runners from 
Tewksbury, 12 from 
Wilmington and another 
handful with local ties, all 
competed and crossed the 
finish line, which is truly a 
remarkable accomplish- 
ment. It's believed that just 
one local from each town did 
not cross the finish line. 

The top local runner in 
terms of time was 
Wilmington's Scott 
Strandberg, 36, who finished 
at %3:10.14. Four minutes 
later, the top Tewksbury res- 
ident crossed the finish line 
and:that was veteran runner 
Kevin Christie with his offi- 
cial time of 3:14.37. 

Other male runners from 
Wilmington, who finished 
behind Strandberg include:

500 participants from 
Wilmington and area com- 
munities, all who enjoyed 
the town’s hospitality and a 
well-orchestrated event. 
Organizers expect to draw 
great numbers of runners 
and walkers and perhaps, a 
record field. 

“We’re tracking very well 
so far,” said race director 


Joseph Martiniello, who vol- 
unteered to manage this 
event when the original 
director stepped down five 
years ago. “More than 350 
runners have preregistered 
online and we expect a great 
turnout on race day. I’m con- 
fident we’ll surpass 500 run- 
ners and hopefully, reach as 
many as 600.” 

Described as “flat and 
fast,” the course is designed 
for serious runners who seek 
to improve their personal 5K 
bests. But it also allows 
recreational runners to take 
in the pleasant sights and 
sounds of Wilmington and 
the support of cheering spec- 
tators along the route, all 
while contributing to a 
worthwhile cause. 

Last year’s winner Joseph 
Barrett, who topped the field 


31 percent of her body was 
burnt, all at the young age of 
23.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
BOSTON - Every year, a 
good majority of the runners 
who take part in the annual 
Boston Marathon have a 
story. They are raising 
money for a loved one or a 
foundation, or they are just

Well for Tewksbury resi- 
dent Ricky Atherton, his 
story is much different. The 
34-year-old has gone through 
a number of personal 
tragedies in his life, first los- 
ing his mother at a young 
age, then his father six years 
ago and then last June, he 
lost his brother David in a 
horrible tragedy. 

On Monday, he participat- 
ed in his second Boston 
Marathon. He ran all 26 
miles carrying a Big Flag 


with him - it was a 
Firefighter's Flag with sig- 
natures of all of the 


Stoneham Firefighters, who 
paid tribute to one of their 
own, David, who was shot 
and killed accidentally at his 
friend's house in Stoneham 
ten months ago. 

A 2011 Stoneham High 
School graduate, David 
Atherton was a military 
police officer deployed to 
Qatar from 2012-2013 as a 
member of the 
Massachusetts Army 
National Guard. He was 
awarded eight times by the 
National Guard for his serv- 
ice, including the presenta- 


tion of the Army 
Commendation Medal. 
Ricky completed the 


Marathon on Monday with a 
time of 5:01.38. He wore a 
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others posting signs around 
town and at area businesses. 
Another volunteer has been 
placing lawn signs. 

“We put together a solid 
project, a timeline, and 
when we needed to get 
everything done. Our volun- 
teer support has been out- 
standing.” 

Since its inception in 2011, 
organizers have raised thou- 
sands, directing the pro- 


ceeds into WOW’s scholar- 
ship program for deserving 


Wilmington students. Last 
year’s version added over 
$11,000 toward this com- 
mendable endeavor. 

Named in honor of Kim 
Forte, an avid biking and 
walking enthusiast who was 
killed by a motorist in 2011, 
this event allows family, 
friends, and well-wishers 
alike to “gather at the 
Wilmington Town Common 
to celebrate both the life of 
Kim Forte and the amazing 
spirit of this very special 


“Military Friends’ t-shirt, 
running on behalf of the 
Military, in honor of his 
younger brother. During the 
course of the run, while car- 
rying the flag, he was seen 
on Channel-4's telecast 

“The support I have 
received from the military 
has been simply amazing,” 
Ricky said. “I want to show 
in any way I can how much 
they have helped my family 
over the past year.” 

Ricky and David grew up 
in Stoneham. Ricky graduat- 
ed from Stoneham High in 
2011, being ten years older 
than his brother. After losing 
their father six years ago, 
Ricky and his wife Sarah, 
along with their two chil- 
dren, James 11 and Abby 6, 
welcomed David to live with 
them, now located in 
Tewksbury. Ricky changed 
his career last year, now 
working in 
Telecommunications. 

Last year Ricky participat- 
ed in the Boston Marathon 
for the first time, running on 
behalf of the 'A Leg Forever' 
Foundation, which was 
headed up by Liz and Paul 
Norden of Boston, who were 


‘survivors from the attacks 


four years ago. 

“I grew up with the Norden 
Brothers and what their 
charity does to help others 
in need of prosthetics, truly 
inspired me,” said Ricky. 

Three months after com- 
pleting the 2016 Boston 
Marathon, Ricky lost his 
brother. 

“The loss of our parents 
made us much closer,” said 
Ricky. “David was honestly 
one of the most caring and 
genuinely kind people I ever 


had the honor of knowing.” 

David's death became ‘a 
National Story and his loss 
was a devastating one to the 
Stoneham Community..  - 

Stoneham Fire Chief 
Matthew Grafton ~ told 
Channel-4 at the time that 
David Atherton had- only 
joined the department in 
February but “had already 
given a lifetime’s worth of 
dedicated service to his fel- 
low man.” 

“Firefighter Atiertan 
always wanted to help peo- 
ple. He was selfless and ded- 
icated, and he overcame 
great tragedy as he lost both 
of his parents at a young 
age,” Grafton said in the 
same interview to Channel-4. 
“T cannot help but feel that 
the best was yet to come for 
this young man, and we in 
the Stoneham Fire 
Department are still coming 
to terms with this loss.”. + 

Since David returned from 
Qatar, Ricky said they did‘a 
lot of things together, includ- 
ing participating in various 
"Toughmudders'. On 
Monday, David wasn't there 
physically to congratulate 
his brother on completing 
his second, and the: 121st 
Boston Marathon. 

“Emotionally, it was diffi- 
cult,” said Ricky. “I ran with 
my brothers dog-tags on: 
When I ran by Boston 
College where I saw David 
last year doing security for 
the Army, that was hard. It 
was an honor to run for

honor of my brother.”

“My 
family was waiting for me at 
the Mandarin Hotel right on 
Boylston Street and I could 
see my daughter right on the 
course as I turned onto 
Boylston. It was amazing to 
see the finish line ahead and 
to know I did it and I fin- 
ished. It was very emotional 
and a very successful 
achievement for me. 

“Spaulding's motto is 
always to ‘find your 
strength’ and I definitely 
found mine _ yesterday.

“It’s the beginning,” he 
said. “Everybody is in the 
same place and they all 
want to get started, play 
ball, and have fun.

Certainly with a lot of 
political and school related 


news surrounding 
Wilmington the last few 
weeks, months and year, the 
Town got away from all of 
thos distractions and 
focused on what’s really 
important: its children. 

“Walking in the parade was 
really fun. The kids were 
awesome,” said Tom 
Demers, the Rookie League 
Cardinals Coach. “They 
stayed in line but had a little 
trouble with the banner 
because it was a little heavy 
for some of the younger kids. 
Keeping it straight was a bit 
of a challenge,” Demers said 
with a laugh. “The kids were 
great and had a really good 
time. They were really good 
listening during the opening 
ceremony, too.” 

First year Little Leaguer, 
seven-year-old Tommy 
Demers was very enthusias- 
tic about soon playing ball.

Besides league officials 
organizing the festivities, 
the Wilmington DPW made 
a tremendous effort in order 
to get not only the baseball 
fields ready, but the soccer 
fields too.

Opening day 
is always a special day.” 

Hill said that the 
Wilmington DPW staff 
deserves so much credit for 
getting the fields ready 
despite the inclement weath- 
er just a few weeks ago. 

“We work with the DPW 
guys to get the field all set 
up,” said Hill. “We all saw 
what the fields looked like a 
couple weeks ago. 
Everybody doubted that 
anybody was going to be 
playing this weekend, but 
with the high school base- 
ball season starting, the 
high school softball season 
starting, those fields obvi- 
ously get preference, but at 
the same time, there were 
guys down on this field and 
other fields in town getting 
ready so that we’d be ready 
to go this weekend. Just the 
other day they were drag- 
ging the field and getting 
everything smoothed out. 
The DPW replaced some sod 
in front of the pitchers 
mound (on Friday).” 

Hill added that it’s more 
than just cutting grass and 
putting down lines. He said 
that the guys are awesome 
and that they are really into 
it. 

“They know it’s for the kids 
and that’s what makes 
Wilmington such a great 
town.” 

While the parade is always 
a yearly tradition, Hill stat- 
ed that this year there will 
be a number of changes to 
the entire WLL organiza- 
tion. 

“Our Under 14, Under 12 
and Under 10 teams have 
formed an alliance with 
Billerica and Tewksbury, 
which will have our teams 
playing home and away 
games against similar age 
group teams in those towns,” 
explained Hill. “For the past 
few years we had a relation- 
ship with North Reading, 
but joining with Billerica 
and Tewksbury offered us 
the opportunity to play more 
teams with a schedule that 
seemed to benefit our play- 
ers and parents.” 

Hill went on to say there’s 
other changes to the small 
diamond leagues. 
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“We're continuing our spe- 
cialized practices for our 
younger players led by a 
professional coach. This 
year Matt Horan will be 
leading our Rookie, Single A 
and Double A_ players 
through drills and skills 
training with the assistance 
of our managers and coach- 
es at all three levels. These 
practices were a huge hit 
last season and we hope to 
have the same success this 
spring. Like our Big 
Diamond and softball teams, 
this spring our Major 
Division teams will play 
home and away games 
against teams from neigh- 
boring towns. Lynnfield, 
North Reading, Stoneham 
and Wilmington will com- 
pete at the Major Division 
level for two weeks in early 
May. We're hoping that 
games against neighboring 
towns will be a_ positive 
experience, just as it has 
been for our Junior and 
Senior Division players.” 

There’s also changes with 
the Big Diamond Leagues. 

“Wilmington and North 
Reading were the founding 
towns of the Middlesex Big 
Diamond League four years 
ago. The league now con- 
sists of neighboring towns 
Lynnfield, Wakefield, 
Woburn and Stoneham along 
with North Reading and 
Wilmington. This league 
has proved to be a tremen- 
dous_ success, providing 
players from all the member 
towns an opportunity to play 
competitive baseball in a 
travel environment. 

“The league consists of a 
Senior Division (16-year- 
olds) and a Junior Division 
(13-year-olds). The Senior 
Division only plays on week- 
ends so as not to conflict 
with high school games. For 
this season, Wilmington has 
entered two senior teams 
and five Junior 
teams. Overall the league 
has eleven senior teams and 
twenty-five junior teams.” 

Hill has been involved in 
WLL for the last 12 years 
and president now for seven. 
When Hill’s started in the 
league as a coach for his son 
James and then he got 
involved in the board 
because he’s also an umpire. 
The board wanted to start a 
program to recruit more 
youth umpires. 

“The was for lots of us who 
like to stay in the game is to 
become an umpire. There 
are plenty more opportuni- 
ties for people to be umpired 
than there are for people to 
play,” said Hill. “There’s a 
dire need for umpires at 
every level. Bill Mills, who 
was also my assistant coach 
coming up through the 
ranks. He put together a pro- 
gram training young 
umpires. We take kids that 
are thirteen/fourteen years 
old and they [call] our AAA 
games. In fact, just last 
weekend Bill held a training 
course for the kids that are 
going to umpire this year. So 
we got involved at that level 
and my involvement kind of 
escalated.”
